Guillermo Gomez-Pena performing The New World (B)Order, his pointedly witty vision of 
North America at century’s end. Born in Mexico in 1955, Gomez-Pena came to the U.S. in 
1978 and has been exploring cross cultural issues ever since, through pcrfonnance, poetry, 
journalism, video, radio, and installation art. A founding member of fiortferArw Workshop! 
Taller de Arte Fronterizo, contributor to the national radio program Crossroads, and editor 
ol the experimental arts magazine The Broken Line! La Linea Quehrada, G6mez-Pena was 
awarded a prestigious MacArthur Fellowship “genius grant” in 1991. He has won numerous 
other awards, including the Prix de Parole at the 1989 International Theatre Festival of the 
Americas and the 1989 New York Bessie Award. His lours have taken him to the U.S., 
Mexico, Canada, England, and most of Europe, plus the former Soviet Union and Australia. 

His current work in progress. The New World (B)Order, is pan of a larger interdisci- 
plinary project titled The Year of the White Bear, a collaboration with writer/media tirtist 
Coco Fusco which explores the long multi-ethnic history of the Americas. His Cleveland 
Museum performance is set in a hypothetical near future, when multicultural visionaries 
attempt reconcilliation after a racial war has split the continent. Speaking English, Spanish, 
Native American tongues, and various real and invented hybrid languages, Gdinez-Penti 
satirizes the institutionalization of culture and race while Ending great empathy for the 
individual and the community. “A grenade lobbed into America’s cultural wars, ’’said The 
Chicago Tribune.
